with hoso to fight tho flames They 
wero met by a denso

Asmoke and gas 
in which no living 
thing could survive longer man a 
few seconds 
Two of tho men cs

The old 
Shalt caved in about that time and 
they were 
covered

the bodies have not been recovered
